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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed 10/15/07. Claims 1-16 are 
pending. Currently no claims are in condition for allowance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vanghi (US 2003/003 11 30 Al ). 

Regarding claims 1, 9 and 16, Vanghi discloses a method of managing uplink radio 
resources, the method comprising: 

determining an interference level into the primary base transceiver (sector 12) station 
(0029; 0036); 

determining a contribution of secondary cell connections to the interference level (0056); 

computing a proportionality factor for adjusting a reference interference level relative to 
the interference level, the proportionality factor being proportional to the contribution of the 
secondary cell connections to the interference level (0052-0056); and 

adjusting the reference interference level relative to the interference level by using the 
proportionality factor (0056). 

Regarding claims 2 and 10, Vanghi discloses the method further including computing a 
proportionality factor proportional to a coupling betvv^een the primary cell and the at least one 
secondary cell (0056). 
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Regarding claims 3 and 1 1, Vanghi discloses the method further including controlling the 
uplink radio resources based on the interference level and the reference interference level (0008- 
0009). 

Regarding claims 4 and 12, Vanghi discloses the method further including basing a 
characterizing curve, which characterizes relation between a cell characteristic and an 
interference level, on the reference interference level (0022; 0037). 

Regarding claim 5, Vanghi discloses the method further including determining a 
contribution of primary cell connections to the interference level (0029, 0036); and 

determining the contribution of the secondary cell connections to the interference level by 
using the interference level and the contribution of the primary cell connections to the 
interference level (0052-0056). 

Regarding claims 6 and 14, Vanghi discloses the method further including adjusting the 
reference interference level by shifting the reference interference level relative to the interference 
level by the amount of the proportionality factor (0038-0039), 

Regarding claims 7 and 15, Vanghi discloses the method further including repeating the 
method for a predetermined period of time (0025). 
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Regarding claim 8, Vanghi discloses the method further including repeating the method 
at a predetermined rate (0025). 

Regarding claim 13, Vanghi discloses the arrangement further including: 
third determining means for determining a contribution of primary cell connections to the 
interference level; and fourth determining means for determining the contribution of the 
secondary cell connections to the interference level by using the interference level and the 
contribution of the primary cell connections to the interference level (0056). 

Response to Arguments 

3, Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
